_ that has grown put of the tieup of mines., Is it 
not possible that in this exchange of shots the con- 
sumer has escaped a few that properly should 
have caught him? 

Briefly reviewgng the situation, we find that the 
government reports show that in the last five 
years the miners have worked days per year as 
follows: 1914—195; 1915—203; 1916—230; 1917— 
248; 1918-249. In the first year of the war the 
miners Were able to get in 195 days’ work. Their 
contention that they have not the opportunity 
to make a full year’s wages would thus seem to 
be supported. The fact that in the three last 
years of the war the number of days per year 

_ was increased seems a further corroboration of 
' their claims that they worked with unusual dili- 
wence during the war emergency, with the result 
that overproduction operated to their present dis- 
advantage, 

As an offset to this the operators allege that 
they cannot give the miners work the year round 
when it is apparent that consumers will buy. coal 
only when they need it. Coal obviously is needed 
most in the winter months. Thus in summer, 
there being no demand, there is no need for min- 
ing. 

Both government officials and operators ieee 
attention to the annual shortage of coal cars, 
which deficiency makes impossible a sufficient 
movement of coal. But the railroads are able 
to reply that they cannot be burdened with a 
great number of cars, built at a great cost and 
which ought to Be earning a profit, to be used 
only during a limited period in the fall. They 
may add that an enormous annual crop movement 
is to be considered. : 

In al these complaints none has pit the con- 
sumer, This party to the dispute assumes the 
réle of innocent bystander, yielding nothing to 
relieve the situation but complaining lustily when- 
ever it appears that his interests are in jeopardy. 
Is not the obligation of the consumer greater than 
that of merely consuming? 

The operators are asked why they do not store 
huge quantities of coal during the summer. They 
reply that the interest on such an investment is 

great. But why may not the consumer, who 

after all must pay, be urged to bear some of this 
burden by storing at least e part of the coal he 
must use each winter? 

The coal problem hinges about the consumer. 
“If there is a strike and wages go up the price of 
coal goes up and the consumer pays. If the strike 
ig prolonged the consumer freezes. The miner 
wants a full year’s work. He can get it if the con- 
sumers will take . coal summer and winter. 
isn't,it obvious that the consumer must yield his 
habit of buying only when the need arises, par- 
ticularly when the winter need for coal no longer
